Summary of reasons 
for classification: 


The Blu-ray disc Hollow Man ii, classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have 
attained the age of 16 years. 

The Blue-ray disc contains a feature originally examined as a 35mm film by Office of Film 
and Literature Classification (OFLC No. 1192 registered 9 August 2000). It was classified 
"Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 16 years". It was also examined on a DVD with other components 
and assigned the same classification (OFLC No. 100028 registered 16 January 2001). 

The Blu-ray disc has the same feature with extra scenes inserted, plus 19 other components 
about the making of the film, all of which were examined on the DVD previously 
examined. The extended scenes in the feature slightly raise the degree of violence and 
cmelty in the film but not to a great extent. They are likely to be disturbing to children and 
adversely influence impressionable young persons. The classification given to the original 
film restricting it to persons who have attained the age of 16 years should be sufficient to 
reduce the likelihood of such injuries. 
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
